ECLIPSES,  1902.— In  the  year  1902  there  will  be  five  eclipses;  three  of  the  Sun(©), 
and  two  of  the  Moon  ( d ). 

I.  A small  partial  eclipse  of  the  Sun(©),  April  8.  Visible  to  the  extreme  northern 
part  of  North  America  and  Greenland. 

II.  A total  eclipse  of  the  Moon(  d ),  April  22-23.  Visible  to  Asia  and  Australia,  and 
in  part  to  Europe  and  Africa. 

III.  A partial  eclipse  of  the  Sun  (©),  May  7-8.  Visible  to  New  Zealand  and  the  south 
Pacific  Ocean. 

IV.  A total  eclipse  of  the  Moon  (d),  October  16-17.  Visible  to  North  and  South 

America,  and  in  part  to  New  Zealand  and  the  western  portions  of  Europe  and  Africa. 
Occurring  as  follows  : 
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First  contact  of  shadow,  86  degrees  from  the  north  point  of  the  Moon’s  limb  toward 
the  east.  Magnitude  of  eclipse  = 1.464  of  the  Moon’s  diameter. 

V.  A partial  eclipse  of  the  Sun  (©),  October  31.  Visible  to  Asia  and  the  northeast- 
ern part  of  Europe.

Some  Facts  About  Consumption. 


Our  knowledge  of  tlie  cause  and 
treatment  of  consumption  lias  under- 
gone tlie  most  radical  changes  within 
the  past  few  years.  Our  ideas  con- 
cerning the  curability  of  this  disease 
have  also  been  completely  changed. 
Consumption  is  now  known  to  be

ECLIPSES,  1804.—  In  the  year  1S04  there  will  be  two  eclipses,  both  of  the  Sun. 

I.  An  annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  March  17.  Visible  to  the  southern  part  of  Asia, 
Japan,  the  Philippine  Islands,  the  eastern  half  of  Africa,  and  the  Indian  Ocean.  Being 
annular  along  a line  drawn  just  north  of  the  Island  of  Madagascar,  across  the  Indian 
Ocean,  the  Malay  Peninsula,  Indo-China,  and  the  northern  end  of  the  Island  of  Luzon. 

II.  A total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  September  9.  Visible  to  the  western  portions  of 
South  America,  the  Sandwich  Islands,  Polynesia,  and  the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  path  of 
totality  extending  from  the  Marshall  Islands,  across  the  Pacific  Ocean,  to  the  northern 
part  of  Chili. 

Mercury  will  be  evening  star  about  January  1,  April  21,  August  19,  and  December  14; 
and  morning  star  about  February  10,  June  8,  and  October  1. 

Venus  will  be  morning  star  till  July  7 ; then  evening  star  the  rest  of  the  year, 

Jupiter  will  be  evening  star  till  March  27 ; then  morning  star  till  October  18 ; and  then 
evening  star  again  the  rest  of  the  year. 

Note.  — In  this  Almanac  the  Sun’s  rising  and  setting  are  for  the  upper  limb,  corrected 
for  parallax  and  refraction,  in  mean  time ; so  are  the  Moon’s.

STANDARD  TIME. 

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  given  in  local  time.  In  places  where  what  is 
now  called  standard  time  has  been  substituted  for  local  time,  our  values  can  be  changed 
to  standard  time  by  applying  a correction  found  as  follows : For  any  place  east  of  one 
of  the  standard  meridians,  and  taking  that  meridian’s  time,  four  minutes  should  be 
subtracted  for  every  degree  of  difference  of  longitude ; and  for  any  place  west  of  the 
meridian  four  minutes  for  each  degree  of  difference  should  be  added.  [Middle.

The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  given  in  local  time*  In  places  where  what  is 
now  called  standard  time  has  been  substituted  for  local  time,  our  values  can  be  changed 
to  standard  time  by  applying  a correction  found  as  follows : For  any  place  east  of  one 
of  the  standard  meridians,  and  taking  that  meridian’s  time,  four  minutes  Should  be 
subtracted  for  every  degree  of  difference  of  longitude ; and  for  any  place  west  of  the 
meridian  four  minutes  for  each  degree  of  difference  should  be  added.

In  places  where  what  is 
now  called  standard  time  has  been  substituted  for  local  time,  our  values  can  be  changed 
to  standard  time  by  applying  a correction  found  as  follows : For  any  place  east  of  one 
of  the  standard  meridians,  and  taking  that  meridian’s  time,  four  minutes  should  bo 
subtracted  for  every  degree  of  difference  of  longitude ; and  for  any  place  west  of  the 
meridian  four  minutes  for  each  degree  of  difference  should  be  added .
